— As far as electrical household imple- 
ments are concerned overall shop prices 
differ by as much as 51 per cent. The 
Federal Republic is the cheapest country 
for electrical goods, France tle most 
expensive, The main reason for price 
variations is that in countries with a high 
degree of saturation of the market there 
is “a tendency towards lower prices”, 

Moreover in the Federal Republic and 
the Netherlands business is good enough 
to keep shop prices low. Furthermtore 
retail prices are largely affected by widely 
diverging -trade- margins (low io Italy, 
moderate in the Federal Republic, Bel- 
gium and Luxembourg and high in France 
and the Netherlands). 

— Foodstuffs are clıeapest in Holland 

and most expensive in Italy with total

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tion, published in 1884, he rejected 
Darwin's ideas about chance and the 
struggle for existence. 

But Nãgeli could not see tlle wood for 
the trees. This eminent scholar knew too 
many exceptions and did not take Men- 
del's report seriously. Botany and mathe- 
matics seemed to him to be remote from 
each other, “You also probably consider 
the fornıulae as empirical since they 
cannot be proved rational,” Nãgelt wrote 
to Mendel. :

His findings, later summarised as Men- 
del’s Law of Inheritance, also apply to 
Man and the other animals, He informed 
the Naturalist Assoclation in Brünn {(to- 
day Brno) in the spring of 1865 of his 
findings and published then under :the 
Association’s auspices in 1866. 

Although’ Mendel sent his 47-page dis- 
sertation Experiments with Hybrid Plants 
to the largest ljbrarles iı Europe and 
America, the results he hoped for did not 
materialise, 2 

Thiş lack of response nıay be due in 
part to the fact that Mendel excluded the 
possibility of any variation in the charac- 
teristics he liad found while all other 
biologists. of the period looked for varia- 
lions illustrating natural selection, ° 

Mendel also wrote .personally to the 
most famous biologists. of the time, the 
Swiss. botanist Carl Wilhelnı von Nãgeli, 
then professor at Munich University, and 
gave him an extensive report on his 
rescarch. He even sent seed samples to

Mendel began this work in 1856. For 
tke next ten years he crossed varieties of 
ile garden pea and observed how simple 
duncteristics such as’ size, colour of 
tom and the shape of the seeds were 
ierited. What is of special importance is 
tat he dealt only witli pure pedigrees. 

As peas are self-pollinatinğ, Mendel 
pinstakingly removed the slamens of the 
Hosom and applied foreign pollen, He 
pected’ each of the 5,527 plants he 
wed in his experiınents by surrounding 
them with gauze and’ greanseproof paper. 
dendel recorded the resulls of his experi- 
ments wilh mathematical accuracy. 

The characteristics appearing in tlie 

ing. were termed dominant. Fea- 
lures that were no longer found in the
